The mode of occurrence is the same as in 
South Wales (see descriptions of the latter 
the reports of this bureau for 1896, 1898, a 
1901), but the precise geological relations are more 
exactly given in this recent account. The rock 
in which the opal has been deposited consists of 
the remains of a formation, once widely extend 
but now largely removed, known as the Desert 
Sandstone. This rock is upper cretaceous, i 
rests somewhat unconformably upon the Rolling 
Downs formation (lower cretaceous), which was 
laid down by a narrow sea that extended from t 
great bight on the south to the Gulf of ( 
pentaria on the north, dividing Australia 
two islands The Desert Sandstone was depos 
ited during a period of less extensive depress 
following one of partial elevation. It is fragmenta! 
in character, of no great thickness, and consist 
of a lower body of soft and clayey deposits, and 
an upper portion that is siliceous and extremely 
hard. It is in the lower part of this latter, 
above the softer portion, that the opaliferou 
“band” or zone occurs. Much of this intensely 
hard siliceous capping is strewn over the countr 
in more or less rounded pieces, called ‘water 
dogs” by the miners, apparently identical with 
the “billy” of the sapphire district (see notice 
above). 

Opal is found occasionally in pieces and frag 
ments on the surface, coming from decompositior 
of the rock, but this is not common, and there 
are in general no surface indications. Hence the 
mining is a haphazard affair, as the “band” may 
be rich or poor at any particular point where 
opening is made down to it The work is done 
usually with a pick, as blasting is found to shatter 
the opal too much. In many cases, Mr. Jacksor 
says, exploratory drives are abandoned—quite to 
soon, in his opinion—bhbefore reaching the level of 
the “band,” if the indications are not favorable 
the overlying rock. 

the rock matrix is a hard ferruginous sand 
stone, or siliceous ironstone, at times forming 
concretions, which lie in clayey sandstone so as 
to look like a conglomerate These concretions 
from a fraction of an inch up to six or eight 
inches in thickness, have evidently been form: 
from the outside, and their centers are occasionally 
hollow, or contain a clear liquid or a _ white 
powder, but more generally they are filled wit! 
opal, common or precious, which at times extends 
in veins or strings into the outer layers. In othe 
cases the “‘bowlders” are very much larger, and 
the opal is not present as a nucleus, but in seams 
and layers between the concentric shells of the 
concretions or traversing them in veins or cracks 
At one or two places the pure opal forms little 
irregular concretionary masses in the clay, and at 
others it occurs in “pencils” or “pipes,” wh 
are apparently stems or small trunks of plants 
replaced by silica; these are in the sandstone, and 
have much geological interest. All these accounts 
are very similar to those above referred to in the 
reports of this bureau as to New South Wales

O begin with, I would always be ahead 
ofthe season in visiting the wholesale 
markets in order to learn in advance what 
styles and patterns are to be used and se- 
lect a limited assortment of the best. Be 
careful not to overstock in any one line. 
Drive the best bargain you can in purchas- 
ing, and, to do this, you should be prepared 
to pay cash for what you buy. Stock well 
bought is half sold, and if you are posted on 
quality and styles, and can obtain an extra 
discount by paying spot cash, you have a 
very strong argument to use in pushing the 
sale of your goods. Don’t be cajoled into 
buying more stock than you can use. The 
promise of an extra discount on big pur- 
chases will not offset the loss resulting 
from injudicious buying, since you are af- 
terward compeiled to sacrifice your profits 
and possibly the extra discount you obtained 
on the purchase price in order not to have 
a quantity left on your hands at the close 
of the season. Better be overcautious than 
overloaded, as it is much easier and less ex- 
pensive to reorder than to have money in- 
vested in goods that are past the selling 
season. 

The best goods to feature are those which 
will most readily appeal to the tastes and 
desires of those with whom you must deal. 
During the Summer months, birthday gifts, 
souvenirs, commencement gifts, wedding 
presents, novelties for Summer wear, arti- 
for the home and the office are al- 
ways in demand, and, if properly advertised 
and displayed, will prove a source of good 
profit to you, 

If you are located in a good farming dis- 
trict you should make special efforts to get 
the country trade. Place such goods as 
every farmer or his family have need of 
in your show window. Arrange the pieces 
attractively and display a neat, plain sign, 
well worded, giving the price and quality of 
the articles shown—some of the most neces- 
sary articles, such as clocks, watches, table- 
ware, etc.; make the ,rice low enough to 
attract special notice, but not so low as to 
detract from thelr quality or affect the 


cles 





regular price of the goods. It would not 
be necessary, nor would it be wise, to in- 
augurate a policy of price cutting. 

Still, it is always well to have goods to 
offer at a reduction from the figures paid 
for the best goods if customers want them. 
If this be done the stock should never be 
sold as strictly high class. Perhaps you 
have some stock which moved slowly dur- 
ing the season. Now is your chance to of- 
fer them at special prices. If they are gen- 
uine bargains you can sell them, and in this 
manner get rid of a lot of useless stock 
which otherwise would burden your shelves 
or show cases. Besides this, you will get a 
lot of profitable advertising from those who 
buy goods. Stock, whether new or old, 
should always be kept tastefully ‘arranged. 
Much is lost in having numerous lines 
soiled or arranged in a topsy trrvy manner. 
The great value of attractively arranged 
stock is no better demonstrated than in the 
jewelry line. For neglect there is no ex- 
cuse. No matter whether your stock is 
small or large, whether it consists of few 
or many departments, it should be main- 
tained at the highest point of efficiency. 
Your window displays should be neat, sim- 
ple, tasty and not too crowded. They should 
be dignified and, at the same time, sug- 
gestive of painstaking care and attention. 

Signs and price cards should be well 
worded and should point out the merits and 
virtues of the goods displayed. Make your 
prices as low as is consistent with quality. 
Prices suggest fairness and this creates con- 
fidence. In your advertisements be abso- 
lutely certain of every statement about the 
quality of your goods or the bargains you 
are giving. Write about the goods in a 
simple and forcible way, just as you would 
talk to a customer across your counter. Be 
courteous and obliging in the treatment of 
your customers, ascertain their tastes and 
wants in a careful and polite manner, and 
always be ready to right every real or fan- 
cied grievance, no matter where the fault 
may be. If you fail to fortify every claim 
you put forth in the conduct of your store 












and the treatment of the public, y 
ods and motives will be subjected to t 
verse criticism of your customers an 
advertising space wasted. The 
advertising are varied and many, an 
meth 
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success or non-success of your 
depend considerably on the location of » 
business, the size of the city in whicl 
are located, the class of trade you w 
reach and the scope of territory you aii 
cover. 

I believe in using the best mediums su 
to the means I have to use, 
be advertised and the trade |] 
tract. There are no set rules to be govern 
by, the only effective rule being to k 
everlastingly at it in the busy season 
in the dull season. Remember that you 
must make good every claim relating 
your advertising, the conduct of your store 
and the quality of your goods. If a cus 
tomer finds himself better pleased than he 
was told he would be, the effect of the a 
vertising will be immeasurably enhanc: 
A satisfied customer is your best advert

One Price or Not?

RE is a burning trade question. It 
difficult to set it down in a satisfactory 
way. For at least two phases must pré 
sent themselves to every jeweler who co! 
templates it, however superficially. THE 
ONLOOKER would first express it in the ethi- 
cal way. Yet not content with that, he feel 
constrained to state it as most practical 
business men feel impelled to look at it, 
strictly from the trade point of view. 

Should a jeweler strive to attain a repu- 
tation for selling his wares for “one price;” 
try to become known as placing a price on 
every item of his stock, and of never devi- 
ating from this price? Or should he, with 
what shrewdness he may, let it become 
known that his figures are more or 
elastic? The manner of stating the sequent 
proposition may appear brutal, yet analyz 
ing the situation, it must be conceded that 
it is the only correct one. 

But let us leave the ethics of the question 
entirely out of the consideration. Then we 
would express it as, “Does it pay, should the 
jeweler adopt the course, of trying to gain 
the name of being ‘one price”? And the 
converse, of course, “Is it perfectly moral 
while displaying price cards which state a 
figure in plain terms, and adding that it is 
‘strictly’ such, to seemingly give way under 
pressure, and to shade this figure?” 

Considered as a whole, the entire mattet 
is a paradox. For whether price tickets are 
used, or whether goods are not marked, 
even though the dealer has striven to build 
up the reputation of being consistently and 
absolutely and invariably committed to the 
prices which he quotes, it is a well known 
fact that he cannot, or rather does not or 
will not, under judicious pressure properly

A* illustration of how a small jeweler in 

a large city may advertise successfully 
and profitably is furnished by F. L. West, 
522 Tremont St., Boston. He has a store 
in that part of the capital of Massachusetts 
known as the South End, a lodging and 
boarding house section of the city. It is 
a small store of perhaps 25 feet frontage 
and average depth. Of the total population 
of Boston, numbering 600,000 (practically a 
million with its closely allied suburbs), only 
a small part come into contact with the 
store, although it is a busy street on which 
it is located. So the problem is, or was,

The secret of Mr. West’s success in get- 
ting such trade lies, aside from his advertis-

people know his abilities and his readiness 
to do their work. 

In these modern times the art of hiding 
one’s light under a bushel is no more likely 
to be profitable, and no more to be com- 
mended, than it was nineteen hundred years 
and more ago. If a jeweler has the knowl- 
edge or ability, or both, to do something

how to reach a sufficient number of people 
to ensure a paying business. Mr. West 
solved the problem, and this is how he 
did it: 

For one thing, he advertised in the Bos- 
ton Transcript, which is the daily evening 
newspaper that reaches the better class of 
people. Space there expensive, and 
naturally he did not make use of very much 
of it. He inserted a small ad. of a few 
lines in half an inch space in a department 
of the advertising pages that headed 
“Household Wants,” in the special Saturday 
issue. The following Saturday he did like- 
wise, and he has kept it up practically all 
the time since he made the beginning. 

It may be well to explain that while Mr. 
West does everything that a modern jeweler 
is supposed to do, within the legitimate 
limits of the trade, he makes a specialty of 
repairing fine watches and French clocks 
It is the repair end of his business that he 
advertises as indicated. 

Now for results. The results come all 
the time in orders for repair work. One 
customer wrote from an adjoining city. 
Mr. West sent a man to see her. The result 
was that six clocks went from that one 
house to the jeweler’s store for repairs. The 
distance is surély seven miles, and the way

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Optical. Department. 


A General Survey of The Optical Business. 


LAURANCE, in the Watchmaker, Jew- 
eler and Silversmith.) 
| T is not so very long ago that that part of 
the optical business which consists of 
the supply of spectacles and eye-glasses was 
almost entirley in the hands of. the watch- 
makers and jewelers of the country; only 
in a few of the large towns were there to 
be found opticians who dealt only in optical 
and other scientific instruments as well as 
in spectacles and _ eye-glasses. Smaller 
towns could not support establishments run 
on such lines, and in these the optical trade 
was altogether in the hands of the jewelry 
trade, and even in the large towns and cities 
there was, and is to-day, hardly a jeweler 
who does not also sell spectacles and eye- 
glasses. If there be, then, any class of men 
who have a prerogative in this industry de- 
rived from custom or time it is the jewelers. 

In recent times, however, the trade has 
drifted, to a large extent, into the hands of 
those who have made a specialty of sight- 
testing. Especially, the chemists and drug- 
gists have not failed to take advantage of 
the opportunities presented to them in the 
form of systematized knowledge of optical 
matters and of optical certification to place 
themselves in a position to cater for the 
visual optical needs of the public. 

The needs of the public in this direction 
are large, and there is not, in my opinion, 
the slightest doubt but that the trade is as 
yet in its infancy. If to-day we find half 
a dozen people constantly wearing glasses 
where only one would have been doing so, 
say, five years ago—and | do not think I 
exaggerate the proportions—there will be, 
I believe, a few years hence six times as 
many. It can be considered that every 
member of the public is likely to be a user 
of optical glasses; certainly, if he does not 
need them to-day, he will do so later on. 

But, apart from this, the number of young 
people who use glasses is, at present, very 
small compared with the number of those 
who ought to use them but do not, not- 
withstanding the proportionately large in- 
crease that has taken place of late years. 
(he number, certainly, grows every year, be- 
cause of the increased appreciation of the 
importance of good vision on the part of 
the public, and the increased knowledge of 
the trade and of the medical profession as 
to the nature of optical defects of the eye 
and the benefits to be derived from the judi- 
cious use of optical remedies 

The optician, then, regard every 
member of the community in which he re- 
sides as a probable customer, whether he 
or she has used or has not yet used glasses, 
and it seems to me that it is a duty which 
he owes to the public, besides being a bene 
fit to himself, to do his utmost to gener- 
alize the use of glasses if he is in a posi- 
tion to adapt them properly. 

Normal eyes are the rare excepticn, and 
even such later in life acquire hypermetro 
pia, and become also presbyopic, so that the 
young person who to-day has no need for 
glasses must, if he lives, require them at 
some future period in life for both distance 
and close work. The great majority of 
the eyes in this world are hypermetropic,

such condition being that of under-develop- 
ment; those which do not remain hyper- 
metropic because they grow sufficiently 
may become emmetropic, but since develop- 
ment rarely stops at that exact point which 
constitutes emmetropia, they are apt to 
grow too much and acquire myopia, which 
is a defect due to over-development. 

It is true that a large proportion of hy- 
permetropic eyes, in young people, need no 
corrective lenses, because the defect is neu- 
tralized by an additional exertion of accom- 
modation, a function with which young 
people are amply endowed, but as they grow 
older and the accommodative power de- 
creases, the refractive defect needs com- 
pensation artificially by lenses, quite apart 
from hypermetropia, which is acquired in 
old age, and from presbyopia 

The refracting surfaces of the eye that 
of the cornea and those of the crystalline 
are very seldom of equal curvature in every 
direction, so that the defect of astigmatism 
exists. It sometimes is a quantity so small 
as to be negligible, but more often the as 
tigmatism is of a degree which needs cor- 
rection. Thus, with few exceptions, all 
eyes which are not hypermetropic are 
myopic, and all are astigmatic. Moreover, 
the two eyes of a person are rarely of ex- 
actly equal power, so that the condition of 
anisometropia obtains. Finally, all must 
become presbyopic. 

Briefly, the requirements for the success- 
ful development of an optical trade may be 
classified as technical knowledge, appli- 
ances, stock and publicity; and it is my in- 
tention to deal briefly in this article with 
some points which appear to me desirable 
in connection with them. At the present 
time optical examination and certification 
are voluntary, but I think that many years 
cannot pass before they will become com- 
pulsory. For it must surely become recog- 
nized that it is only right that those who 
deal in optical aids for the public should 
understand the work in which they are en- 
gaged, and not supply erroneous remedies, 
or sell glasses where there is disease or 
some condition needing medical attention. 
But much as I, personally, would like to see 
optical education generalized, and optical 
certification compulsory by law, yet if com- 
pulsory examinations and certification be- 
come legalized, it seems to me most improb- 
able that existing rights could be interfered 
with in the slightest degree, so that those 
already established in the optical trade need 
be under no apprehension on that score. 

A considerable number of jewelers have 
modernized their methods of optical trad- 
ing—that is to say, they test sight before 
supplying glasses, instead of selling specta- 
cles selected by the customer; and 
among the best refractionists of the coun- 
try are to be found some who are jewelers 
as well as opticians. Still the percentage is, 
as yet, not large. There may be many rea- 
sons for it, but I should think that the prin- 
cipal cause is an unjustified fear of the 
difficulties of the task—unjustified because 
a sufficiency of optical knowledge, such, for 
instance, as will enable a man to pass the 
modified examination of the Spectacle 
Makers’ Co., is within the reach of any in- 
telligent man who has the energy to grasp 
the work, the same as so many have already 
done. .

in a case at one of the public museums “as 
an example of fraudulent imitations.” 

The costliness of true Sévres is great, a 
single table having cost 75,000 livres. Mme. 
de Pompadour once had a great collection 
of porcelain flowers made especially for her 
salons, which she caused to be delicately 
and appropriately perfumed for the evening, 
when the King had promised to visit her. 
The King tried to pluck one of these flow- 
ers, and when he heard how they had been 
made gave orders, it is said, for flowers to 
the tune of 800,000 livres. In 1778 Cathe- 
rine II., of Russia, bid for a service (of 744 
pieces ), nearly $200,000.—Philadelphia

Difference Between the Rubies of Burmah 
and Siam. 


HIS is a question which recently 
agitated the courts of France. Mme. 
Desmarais, it seems, purchased a ruby, 
guaranteed to be an “Orient” ruby, for 
35,000 francs. Ina suit to declare the sale 
invalid Mme. Desmarais procured a cer- 
tificate from a lapidary to the effect that 
the stone was known as a Siam ruby. The 
court referred the question to the Asso- 
ciated Chamber of Diamond Dealers, who 
rendered the following report: 

“The ruby coming from the mines cf 
Burmah is the only one which, according 
to the usage of the trade, can be _ prop- 
erly called an ‘Orient’ ruby. The 
‘Siam’ ruby, although of Oriental origin, 
is not called an ‘Orient’ ruby

them, dates from at least 150 years ago, and 
proves that the ruby is not a Siam ruby, 
cannot be admitted. 

“The setting of a stone is not of a na 
ture to indicate its source or antiquity, 
unless it is demonstrated incontestably 
that the stone has existed in that setting 
from a remote period; on the other hand, 
it is a matter of common knowledge that 
the Siam deposits, although regularly ex- 
ploited only comparatively recently, were 
well known at the beginning of the last 
century, and the stones of that locality 
could be procured at that time and even 
prior thereto. 

“The lapidary’s art furnishes no abso- 
lute method for determining the differ- 
ence between the Burmah and the Siam 
rubies. 

“The Orient ruby is recognized by its 
color, its brilliancy, its warmth. Its color 
is between that of beef blood and pigeon 
blood and shows very bright red and rosy 
hues. 

“The predominating color of the Siam 
ruby is garnet red, more or less dark. 
This color is found in abundance and ex- 
plains in part its less commercial value. 
The Siam ruby has a dull appearance, 
lacks warmth as compared with the Ori- 
ent ruby, and contains milky portions 
With reference to size, it is not less cer-

tain that the Siam mines produce 
tionally a greater quantity of la: 
average stones, especially in th 
state, than the Burmah mines. 

“The Chamber, after an examinat 
the stone in litigation, has no h 
in declaring that it has all the cha: 
istics of a Siam ruby, that it ought 
considered as a Siam ruby, and oug 
to be sold as an ‘Orient’ ruby.” 














































Coracite in Ontario. 


A NOTE from Toronto, Can.. stat. 

Thomas W. Gibson, director 
Ontario Bureau of Mines, recently 
several inquiries as to the ex 
of coracite in the province, that 
ing one of the minerals in which rad 
is found. Among others desiring inf 
tion on the subject was Dr. Georg: 
Kuntz, of Tiffany & Co., New York 

On being interviewed by a represent 
of THe CrircuLar-WEEKLy, Mr. Gil 
stated that coracite undoubtedly existed 
Ontario. It was an impure form of pit 
blende, the substance from which most of 
the new element, radium, was obtained, A 
small deposit had been discovered about 5 
years ago at Point Mamainse, on the nortl 
shore of Lake Superior, about 70 miles n 
of Sault Ste. Marie. It was found by Pro! 
Foster, one of the early geologists who ex 
amined the copper regions of Michigan, 
the formation of which the rocks on 
Canadian side are a continuation. The d 
covery at that time was purely of scientit 
interest, but has now become of proba 
commercial importance on account of the 
discovery of the element of radium, thoug! 
the proportion of this substance present 
the coracite was very small. 

Tne American Journal of Science for 
1847, page 173, contains an account of t 
discovery in an article on ‘“‘Coracite, a N 
Ore of Uranium,” by John L. Le Cont 
M.D. The writer states that specimens 
this mineral form part of a collection m 
by B. A. Stanard on the north sl 
of Lake Superior, and goes on to say: 

“This mineral, as I am informed by Mr. S 
ard, occurs on the north short of Lake Supe 
about 70 miles from the Sault Ste. Marie 
junction of trap and sienite; the vein in whicl 
found is about two inches in width, but 
count of its position in the face of an al: 
perpendicular cliff, only a few specimens were 
tained and those with great difficulty. The f 
cal characters of this mineral approach very cl 
to those of pitchblende.” 

The Bureau has communicated with 
present owners of the property, but 
knew nothing of the existence of the d 
posit and were unable to locate it. Th 
Bureau has not so far determined as 
whether any action would be taken to 
discover the vein, which was situated 1 
remote district with no direct means 
communication.
